depend upon this ancient Privilege of

is the Foundation and Cornerſtone

highly therefore does it concern all you, 


that are Freeholders, Citizens, or Burgh- 


ers of this Kingdom, ſeriouſly to conſi- 
der and weigh the Conſequence of that 
important Affair you are going about! 
Lou cannot poſſibly enter upon ſo great 
a Work with too much Caution and Cir- 
cumſpection; tis a Work, on which

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berties; Properties, Lives, and Effates 
of che whole Kingdom. You may be 
ſaid at this critical Juncture, to have 
(what once a Reman Tyrant moſt inhu- 
manly with'd for) the Necks of all your 
Countrymen, as it were, joind in one, 
and in your Power to cut off at one fa- 
tal Blow. 

But as we are ſure you have no ſuch 
barbarous Intentions, ſo we hope you 
won't be drawn into ſuch an rode 
Parricide, for want of Knowledge or 
Conſideration. Scverxl worthy Pens 
have already been employed, to ſhew 
vou the Dangers you have paſſe] 
through, and to point out to you the 
Rocks you are moſt likely to to ſplit up- 
on. I (hall therefore only offer to you 


{ome few Confiderations, that may hel 


to conduct you through this grtat and 
important Affair. 

Remember in the firſt place, that the 
more frequent your Elections are, the 


more ſafe and ſecure are your Privileges 


and Birth-rights; that the longer the 
Duration of a Parliament is, the more 
is the Foundation of your Happineſs 
ſhaken and endangered. Ihe guod old 
way in this ** (when there was 


much 
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much leſs Ambition and Corruption 


than now) was to have a new Parlia- 


ment every Year. And the continu- 
ing of Parliaments beyond their uſual 
Length, was one of the firſt Blows gi- 
ven to this Conſtitution, and the firſt 


Qauſe of involving the Nation in grie- 


vous Difficulties and Miſeries. From 
Annual, our Parliaments were made 


Triennial; and from Triennial, are now 
| become Septenmal : By ſuch long Strides 


as theſe, tis poſlible our Parliaments (at 
leaſt our Elections of them) may quick- 
ly come to their Journey's End. Con- 
ſider, that the Commons in Parliament 
are only your Deputies and Repreſen- 
tatives, derive their Authority from you, 
and have no Power but what you in- 
truſt them with. They are accountable 


to you for the Exerciſe of that Power 


which you commit to them; which is 
only to watch for your Safety, and to 
guard and defend your Properties and 
Liberties. Every Step they take beyond 
this, is a Breach of their Truſt ; even 
an attempt to continue themfelves long- 
er than you, who are their Principals, 


intend, is a Violation of that ſacred Con- 
fidence you repoſe in them, and a De-

gree of Uſurpation : The leaſt Begin- 
nings of which you ſhould guard againſt 
with all imaginable Care and Vigilance, 
for when once it is begun, no Man can 
tell where or when it will end. Con- 
fider, that though the Hue of Commons 
be that part of the 
choſen by you, and peculiarly deſigned 

in the framing of our Conſtitution, for 
the Prefervation of the People's Rights 
from all Incroachments of any ſuperior 
Powers; yet it is as true, that no part 
of the Legiſlative Powers fince the Re- 


formation, has ever oppreſſed you ſo 


much as that Houſe. So true is it in 2 
National, as well as 2 Domeſtick and 
private Senſe, that a Man's greateſt Ene- 
mies, are ofter: thoſe of his own Houſe. 
O England! It has often fared with 
thee, as with Children and Orphans; 
thou haſt been more grievouſſy injured 
and oppreſſed by thy Guardians, than 
thou wouldft have been even by a Stran- 
ger or Father-in-Law. This I mention 
only to make you the more careful and 
cuatious in your choice. Since you find 
they are fo capable both of ſerving and 
diflerving you, of protecting or betray- 
ing, of preſerving or undoing, it great-
